The Ministers summoned the repre- 
sentatives to meet for "the despatch of 
business." They met a mouth ago. 
Bills to increase the power of the po- 
liceman and diminish the power of the 
judge have been introduced ; and sev- 
eral other bills as usoless have been 
laid on tho table ; but have not 
heard of anything useful. The agricul- 
tural interests of the country are ne- 
glected ; the miners at Cassiai', with- 
out representatives, mails or trails, com- 
plain loudly of the dawdlers j but they 
stand still. After being employed in 
the do-nothing trade for a month tho 
Ministry adjourned tho House until 
Monday next. Rest for such laborers 
is a recreation, a real pleasu.e; but it 
afflicts tho country. "Who care*, for 
the people 1 The Ministers 1 Not a 
straw. They are in office and they 
believe they will discharge their duty 
faithfully if they stay thero at ease. It 
is rumored that the delay is the result 
of a design to damage the Opposition, 
who aro all industrious, hard-working 
business men. On the Ministerial side 
there is only one man who can be call- 
ed a useful member of society. Ho is 
the only one of thorn who loses by de- 
lay. On the other side of the House 
we see merchants and farmers from 
New Westminster, Yale and the Island 
all suffering from tho new system of 
indirect taxation. Time is money to 
them. A month lost is a twelfth part 
of their yearly income. They have to 
bear it, but it is evident they do not 
bear it patiently. For the people's 
sake they watch and wait to disappoint 
the Ministerial party, w.ho hope to 
make them sick of inactivity and send 
them home so that they can make bills 
of any kind iu their absence. We are 
oursel.-es tired of tho dawdling, the do- 
nothing policy. The adjournment from 
Wednesday to Monday was an unne- 
cessary waste of timo. Wo have a 
magnificent Province J room for thou- 
sands and all the avenues of approach 
areclosedbyan incompetent administra- 
tion. A bold minister in New Zealand 
who was fit to direct the destinies of 
a great cation has succoeded in making 
a garden of the wilderness. He bor- 
rowed millions and directed tho expen- 
diture so well that tho millions are now 
worth tens of millions and the people 
aro rich and prosperous. Our Minis- 
ters content themselves with making 
useless little bills. Wo say, emphati- 
cally, gentlemen, this delay is intolera- 
ble ; for Heaven's sake do something. 

LIGHT. 



We may have in this city a supply of 
very cheap light. Electricity may take 
the place of gas and will surely revolu- 
tionize our methods of illumination. 
All motion can be changed into heat. 
When an express train is suddenly 
stopped, tho motion heats the brakes. 
When a cannon ball is stopped by the 
plates of an ironclad it i3 heated to 
melting point. By the revolution of a 
wire in ftp lit of tho poles of an electric 
magnet, from seventy to eighty per 
cent, of the work required to produce 
the revolution is changed into electri- 
city. The new generators are so com- 
plete that it is proposed to utilize natur- 
al forces in . a more general manner 
than has been done hitherto. For in- 
stance, to place a dynamo electric ma- 
chine near a water-fall and transmit 
the current over wires to a more avail- 
able point and thero let another ma- 
chine be in motion which shall furnish 
power or light just as is desired. The 
eloctric currents produced in this man- 
ner aro said to bo immense, and the 
light has been successful in large en- 
closures like railroad depots, foundries, 
and in manufacturing establishments 
with lofty ceilings; but there seems to 
be some difficulty in adapting it to 
low studded rooms, such as weaving 
rooms in cotton mills. If tho new in- 
vention can be applied to street illumi- 
nation, cities will have a better light 
than that supplied by gas for half the 
price paid at present. It would be a 
strange sight to see this city lighted up 
by electricity and the chief agent em- 
ployed the water power passing at pre- 
sent to the sea and useless. The scien- 
tists say the light cannot be used in the 
streets; but Sir Humphrey Davey 
laughed at tho prospect of lighting 
London with gas. Ho declared it to 
be utterly impossible and the people 
of that great city were left in the dark 
for fifteen years because they believed 
Sir Humphrey could not err.

DELAYED DISPATCHES.

EUROPE. 
Dublin, Feb. 22. — Dr. Butt has re- 
signed the leadership of tho Home 
Rulers. 

London,. Feb. 23. — The Duke of 
Newcastle is dead. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 23. — Prince 
Krapotkine, Governor of Charkoff, 
while returning Friday night from a 
ball, was fired at and severely wounded. 

London, Feb. 23. — The British Medi- 
cal Journal prints tho following: A 
letter with which we are favored by 
Dr. Zdekand, court physician to the 
Czar, states that tho plaguo is nearly 
extinct. On the 11th inst. there re- 
mained only one case in Selitrena. 
Although *Jio epidemic was purely 
local, and did not go beyond tho vil- 
lages of Wetleavaka, Selitreva and 
Michaelowka, yet the mortality was 
over 80 per cent. Tho Government 
feels, therefore, called upon to enforce 
the strictest quarantino and other sani- 
tary measures. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 23. — Gen. 
Todleben telegraphs that he commenc- 
ed evacuating Adrianoplo on tho 18th 
February, and that the Turks are oc- 
cupying each position as it is abandon- 
ed. 

Constantinople, Feb. 23. — Tho 
Archbishop of Adrianoplo is not dead, 
but severely injured. He was as- 
saulted . on account of his Turkish 
sympathies. Prince Labanoff has 
promised that the Russians will en- 
deavor to discover the parties guilty of 
the outrage. He has explained that 
those first arrested were released for 
fear of a popular uprising. 

Berlin, Feb. 23. — Gen. Von Roon 
died this afternoon. 

Rome, Feb. 23.-— The Pope to-day 
received representatives of a largo 
number of Catholic publications issued 
in Europo and America, and addressed 
them on the influence and mission of 
the press. He incidentally stated that 
tomporal power was indispensable to 
the holy see. 

Paris, Feb. 22.— Marquis D'Har- 
court, tho retiring French ambassador 
at London, will go to Windsor to take 
leave of the Queen. It is reported that 
Admiral Pothuan succeeds D'Harcourt. 
Teisersenco De Boart goes to Vienna 
as French Ambassador. An early rup- 
ture is predicted between Gainbetta, 
President of the Chamber of Deputies, 
and his republican followers in conse- 
quence of his severe discipline in tho 
chamber, and the rigor with which ho 
prevents interruption from any quarter. 

Rome, Feb. 25. — Tho Italie revives 
tho report that Queen Victoria will 
visit the continent this spring, going 
first to Italy, where she will spend 
some time at Bavens, and afterwards 
visit Coburg and Darmstadt. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 25. — The 
committee appointed to superintend 
the burning of infected houses in 
plaguo districts has begun operations. 

It is thought that Lord Dufforin's 
appointment as ambassador to St. 
Petersburg may lead to a renewal of 
the zone dividing the spheres of the 
two powers in Asia. 

Warsaw, Feb. 25.— A dam burst 
yesterday above the city, owing to drift 
ice. At the junction of the Don and 
Vistula rivers the river banks have 
been broken by ice and thero is a vast 
destruction of property. 

Paris; February 25. — The conflict 
of the city with the government in 
regard to the municipalities grant to 
communists has been compromised by 
confiding a distribution of the relief 
fund to the Prefect of the Sienc. 

Constantinople, Feb. 24. — A pro- 
clamation issued by Gen. Stolipino is 
extensively circulated in districts now 
being evacuated, announcing tho re-es- 
tablishment of the Turkish administra- 
tion, and dissuading Christians from 
abandoning their homes. 



AFRICA. 
London. Feb. 23. — The latest in- 
formation from Maritzburg states that 
the total loss in the attack on Col. 
Glyn's camp on the 22d of January is 
now estimated at only from 250 to 300 
whites. Col. Wood's column has been 
victorious in all its encounters with tho 
enemy. Lord Chelmsford and head- 
quarters' staff intend making an effort 
to join Col. Pearson. Reinforcements 
of British troops have arrived at Help 
Makaar. Cetewayo is reported dis- 
couraged, the fearful havoc among his 
finest troops having counteracted the 
effect of their victory. Every confi- 
dence is now felt by the public in 
prompt reparation for the recent disas- 
aster. The native contingent has been 
forcibly disarmed and disbanded. Co!. 
Pearson, with 1,200 British troops, is 
entrenched at Ekowc, 30 miles within 
the enemy's territory. His communi- 
cation has been interrupted for days. 
The country surrounding the post is 
infested with Zulus, but 'Col. Pearson 
has two months' provisions.

EASTERN STATES. 

Harrisbukg, Feb. 22. — Resolutions 
introduced into the house yester- 
day by Representative Walter of Dela- 
ware county, condemning tho Chinese 
Bill as a measure of injustice to a na- 
tion, subversive of human rights and 
unworthy of the people of this country, 
were referred to the committee on fed- 
eral relations. Walter wanted im- 
mediate action of the house, but the 
motion was voted down. The resolu- 
tion will probably slumber the re- 
mainder of the session. 

Angell, the defaulting secretary of 
the Pullman Car Company, has arrived 
in Now York. 



CANADA. 
St. Johns, Feb. 2-i. — During a ter- 
rific storm yesterday on Prince Ed- 
ward's Island tho Catholic Church at 
Cardigan, the Presbyterian Church at 
Souris, and railway sheds at Summer- 
side, -were blown down. Other casual- 
ties are reported. Snow in railway 
cuttings is from 16 tc 20 feet deep. 



CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Feb. 22.— A Stock- 
ton dispatch states that a terrific ex- 
plosion occurred at half-past two to- 
day at the head of tho Stockton slough 
on Eldorado street. A crowd of more 
than two hundred people assembled to 
witness tho trial of tho new propeller 
pump set in tho slough and run by a 
threshing engine. Thoso who stood 
near were prostrated, and tho body of 
tho ongine was blown a" distance of 150 
feet through tho crowd. The dead lay 
in every direction, somo falling into 
the slough from a biidge, and ten or 
twelve bodies lay in ono heap at tho 
northwest corner of the bridge, others 
lay strewn dead and dying on the 
street, blown from fifty to a hundred 
feet. Tho heads of somo were blown 
to pieces, and ■ others blown to tho 
ground with such force as to break 
ever}' bono in thoir bodies. The ex- 
plosion was the result of recklessness 
on tho part of the engineer. The 
steam guago had refused to work, and 
after the engineer had attempted to fix 
it and failed, he screwed clown tho safe- 
ty valve and went on with tho work. 
Tho explosion occurred about fifteen 
minutes afterwards. 

Sixteen persons, including the engin- 
eer, were killed outright. Twenty-six 
persons were injured, threo or four of 
whom aro not likely to rocover. 

At the timo of tho explosion tho in- 
dicator showed 40 pounds of steam 
with a heavy fire in the furnace. Both 
ends of the engine were blown out and 
tho fly-wheel was blown to atoms. 
Five minutes bofore tho accident En- 
gineer Avery was warned that he 
could never work the engine in such a 
condition.

THE FATAL PLAGUE. 

"Wholo Towns Being Dostroyod—Tho 
Terribly Doadly Oporatlon of ! tho 
Disoaso— Preparations Against its 
Sproad. 

New York, Feb. 22. — A St, Peters- 
burg letter says of the plague in Rus- 
sia: It has spread in the southern 
provinces at a rapid rate. Thousands 
upon thousands have died with it with- 
in the last five days. Tho victims,- 
when taken, live only about two hours, 
and turn as black all over as a negro. 
All physicians ordered to the care of 
the sick have died, within twenty-four 
hours after their arrival. The corpses 
are burned, and so are houses in which 
the pcoplo die. Whole towns have 
been laid waste during the past few 
days. Tho government has placed a 
cordon of soldiers around the infected 
provinces so that the people cannot get 
out and spread the disease. Any who 
attempts to break through the cordon 
is shot dead on the spot. People are 
beginning to feel uneasy all over the 
empire. The government of course 
does not allow the news to get out, and 
all reports are suppressed, but the 
worst of all is that nobody can get out 
of the empire. The Austrian and Ger- 
man governments have placed a double 
cordon of soldiers along the frontier, 
preventing all porsons from entering 
their territory from Russia. Persons 
arriving by railroads are stopped at the 
frontier and detained twenty clays in 
quarantine, their baggage and clothing 
disinfected, and if they prove all right 
after a lapse of twenty days they are 
permitted to cross the border. Dur- 
ing twenty days the quarantined peo- 
ple aro housed in largo sheds and barns 
without any accommodations or com- 
forts. Of course, knowledge of this 
fact keeps many people from traveling. 
The government is doing all in its 
power to provenf the diseaso from 
spreading.

Will Cassiar Rebel? 



The attacks made on tho captains of the 
steamers Maude and Olympia by the Na- 
naimo and Westminster press because they 
refused to run and so imperil their ships 
and passengers on tho night of tho great 
snow storm, are unjustifiable. Suppose 
Captains Lewis and Rudlin, dreading tho 
fulminations of tho nautical editors of 
our contemporaries, had pushed on to- 
wards their destinations and lost their 
ships, what would the editors, who sat 
snugly ensconced in their warm sanctums 
listening to the raging of the tempest 
without and writing articles denunciatory 
of tho careful and prudent men who com- 
mand tho excellent boats referred to, have 
said? It is all very well for dry-land crit- 
ics who are beyond tho reach of danger 
to blame a captain for cautiousness; but 
let them put themselves in the captain's 
placo with a wind dead ahead, travelling 
at tho-velocity of 70 miles an hour and 
carrying in its arms a blinding snow 
storm, and a valuable ship with a score or 
more of lives in his keeping, and they 
might bo able to appreciate his feolings. 
There woro a number of good citizens 
whom it is our daily dolight to meot and 
converse with on board those boats on 
that fearful night, and we have always 
since felt that tho gallant and prudent 
commanders are deserving of our hearty 
personal thanks for acting so as to insure 
the safety of tho good lives which, so to 
speak, they held in their hands. A war 
on unseaworthy boats and drunken and 
incompetont officers constitutes a part of 
the mission of tho press; but prudence 
and carefulness on tho part of a captain 
who shows that ho realizes the responsibil- 
ity which weighs heavily upon him aro 
qualities so rare that when discovered 
tnoy aro worthy of commendation.

" Taxation Without Roprcaentation is 
Tyranny. 1 ' 

At 8 o'clock lost night tho Theatre was 
full to tho door with minors from all part3 
of the Province ; but the men of Cassiar 
constituted the majority of thooo present. 

Mr. James Orr was placod in tho chair. 
He said that this was tho largest meeting 
he had seen for many years and ho folt 
proud of tho honor of presiding. -Mr. J. 
P. Wall was elected Secretary. 

Tho Chairman recommended the ap- 
pointment of a committeo to lay a plain 
statement of facts before tho Government 
and he had no doubt they would give it 
duo attontion. Ho recommended that a 
committeo of three bo appointed. 

Loud calls for Mr. Cornelius Booth. 
He wont on the platform and said, I am 
an old minor and I know I should strip to 
tho work (taking off his overcoat.) Ho 
thought ho was called on to act tho part 
of socretary-oxtraordinary, but ho would 
do the host ho could for old friends and 
brother miners. Ho then read the follow- 
ing resolutions: — 

Whereas, it is conceded by all men that 
a Government of tho people, by and for 
tho peoplo, is the surest safeguard of their 
liberties; 

And, whereas, under the North Ameri- 
can Act and tho treaty made by and be- 
tween tho Government of tho Dominion 
of Canada and tho Government of British 
Columbia tho principle of Responsible 
Government was established ; 

And, whereas, the representation of tho 
pooplo of British Columbia in tho Pro- 
vincial Parliament is at present partial, 
oppressive and unjust to tho residents of 
Cassiar, their population being numerous 
and law-abiding and their contributions 
to tho revenue largo, still they aro depriv- 
ed of representation to their detriment 
and the partial and unjust favoritism of 
other districts in tho Province; 

Bo it therefore Resolved, That tho men 
at this mooting assembled pledge thorn- 
solves to use all lawful means to secure 
fair representation for the district of 
Cassiar in the Parliament of tho Province, 
and they now declare that taxation with- 
out representation is tyranny. 

Resolved, That tho necessity of holding 
a Supremo Court in tho district onco a 
year is apparent. Tho prcsenco of oni» of 
tho judges will influonco all decisions in 
the lower courts, and the merchants, as 
well as tjie minors, would be benefited. 
Therefore, the committee will call tho at- 
tention of the Government to that fact. 

Resolved, That wc, tho minors and other 
residents of Cassiar, tako this opportunity of 
expressing our approval of tho official con- 
duct of our Gold Commissioner, and re- 
gret to learn that certain members of 
Parliament aro earning for themselves an 
unonviable reputation by endeavoring to 
injure him and to degrade the civil ser- 
vico by rewarding civil servants with foul 
play. 

Hesolvcd, That a committeo bo now ap- 
pointed to wait on tho Government and 
ask a reply to a petition from tho Cassiar 
miners, praying that a short trail bo made 
from Cariboo Camp to Defot Creek. The 
proposal made by tho miners was for a I 
trail, or permission to make ono, and 
chargo a cent a pound on all goods pass- 
ing over it. This is ovidoiitly a just pro- I 
posal as the old trail would remain open 
and those who wished might go in by that 
road. Tho California sails on Wednes- 
day, therefore let it bo Revoked, that tho 
committeo wait on the Government to- 
morrow. 

Resolved, That we, tho miners of Oas- j 
siar, have suffered great inconvenience ! 
for want of a regular mail, and that tho 
committee appointed to wait on tho Gov- J 
ornmont be instructed to call their atten- i 
tion to tho defective mail service. 

Aftor reading the fifth he said: A true 
friend of mine, your Gold Commissioner, 
Mr. Vowell, has lived for many years in 
this Province and for some time with mo 
at Kootenay. Ho (Booth) know him well. 
Ho was a faithful public servant, an honest 
man, and "an honest man is tho noblest 
work of God." Certain documents writ- 
ten by him and supposed to reflect on mo 
have been published here, but I do not 
think tho less of him, becauso in an un- 
garded moment ho usod certain expres- 
sions with roforonco to myself. He is an 
honorable man, but when ho went into 
politics he was placed in tho position of 
tho man who travelled from Jerusalem to 
Jericho.

Ho made an excellont speech, 
was loudly applauded and finished by say- | 
ing, "Taxation without representation is j 
tyranny and I advise tho miners of Cassiar 
to pay no tax until they have secured 
representation in the Legislative As- 
sembly." This advice was received with 
shouts of applause and cheers for Davio. 

Mr. Robt. Smith, ex-M.P.P., made a 
few telling remarks and the meeting i 
broke up.

last evening. About sixty couples, j 
masked and thoroughly disguised in fan- | 
tastic costumes occupied the floor. There 
were present characters representing tho j 
noble rod man, tho unspeakable Turk, | 
tho mischievous Mophistopholes, tho rol- 
licking dandy, tho jolly tor, tho dignified 
oflicer, tho humorous darkey, the Greek 
girl, tho Indian maiden, tho Yankee 
schoolmarm and many others equally of- 
fectivo. At twelve o clock, when supper 
was announced, tho masks woro removed. 
Tho enjoyment was general. Tho enter- 
tainment' was given under tho auspices of 
Mr. L. H. Wilton, who is to be congratu- 
lated on his success.

California Merchants Protest Against 
the -Chinese Influx.

San Francisco, Feb. 24.— At a spe 

cial meeting of tho Chamber of Com- 
merce this afternoon the following re- 
solution was adopted and'ordered tele- 
graphed to President Hayes : — 

Resolved, That tho Chamber of Com- 
merce of tho city of San Francisco, as a 
commercial body, and understanding, S3 
wo necessarily do, the scope, object and 
purport of tho bill just passed congress 
known as "A Bill to Restrict Chinese Im- 
migration," and which bill is to be or has 
been presentod to tho president for signa- 
ture, earnestly, dispassionately and deli- 
berately recommend his approval of tho 
bill in the interests of Amorican territory, 
American labor, Amorican poaco, Amori- 
can commerco, American homo philan- 
throphy and American protection to tho 
most valued social intorests of tho Pacific 
coast, and on tho broad ground of wiso 
and timely guarding of modern civiliza- 
tion and Christianity against social con- 
tact with overwhelming numbers of an 
ancient and incorrigible social barbarism 
upon Amorican soil. Our languago is 
concise, and wo moan it to bo comprohon- 
sivo to tho last degree, and whon we re- 
commend approval of tho bill in tho in- 
terests of American labor wo moan to 
protect it from a descending grade toward 
squalidnes.s and want; and when wo refer 
to American peace wo moan protection 
from a war of races and calamities that 
follow in tho train of raco prejudices whoro 
no assimilation is possible, and no social 
sympathies exist in common. Tho judg- 
ment of tho west on this subject, which is 
overwhelming, should bo regarded by tho 
east as conclusive. Wo are on the ground, 
and kno\v whereof wo speak.

off everything of value. An old man 
named Josoph Grocdor is under arrest 
on suspicion as the culprit.

■ Ottawa, Feb. 11. — A grand skating 
carnival — indeed- the grandest ever 
held in Ottawa — took place at tho rink 
to-night. It was under the immediate 
patronage of His Excellency tho Gov- 
ernor-Genoral and H.R.H. the Princess 
Louise, and this in itself was sufficient 
to make it pass off with an echt such 
as has never been equalled on any sim- 
ilar occasion in this city. There wero 
several hundred skaters, all of whom 
appeared in costume. Tho Vice-regal 
party arrived at the rink about nine 
o'clock, and on their entrance were 
greeted by tho Guard's bund playing 
"God Save the Queen," followed by 
vociferous and enthusiastic cheering 
from the vast crowd assembled. An 
excellent programme of dancing, etc., 
by the skaters was carried out, one of 
tho best features of which -was tho per- 
formances of Or. Martin, who is consi- 
dered one of the loading skaters on tho 
Continent. Her Royal Highness ap- 
peared delighted with tho beautiful 
display, applauding frequently in the 
heartiest manner. Altogether tho car- 
nival was one of tho most successful 
pieces of amusement doyised since the 
advent of our now rulers. 

Mr. Bunster, M. P. for Vancouver, 
has arrived, and carries with him in his 
vest pockot a Bill for tho suppression 
of tho "Heathen Chinee," who aro be- 
ginning to be considered a nuisance in 
British Columbia. 

Capt. John B. Crosby, of Tuskot, N. 
S., writes to the Yarmouth Herald that 
he has, since 18G7, always towed a bag 
of oil astern in heavy weather, with 
the best effect. Tho oil escapes from 
the bag gradually, and prevents the 
waves forming cave-like crosts, thus 
they do not break over the vessel. Ho 
now always furnishes hla ship with a 
can of bad weather oil, and thinks that 
when its beneficial influence comes to 
be widely known no vessel will put to 
sea without a full supply. If his" re- 
marks are trustworthy, and they aro 
made in apparent good faith, some ex- 
tremoly interesting conclusions result, 
In case of storms harbors might bo 
quickly covered with a thin laver of 
oil if allowed to escapo to the windward 
of tho anchorage. 

The refusal of English manufactur- 
ers to make changes in their business, 
so as to adapt themselves to tho vary- 
ing necessities of consumers, is some- 
thing very astonishing. The St. John 
Telegraph furnishes some illustrations 
of this. A firm in Now Brunswick 
wanted clothing made up from patterns 
supplied from this side of the Atlantic. 
The groatest obstacles wero placed in 
tho way. In so far, however, as the 
plan was acted on, it proved advanta- 
geous to the importer, whoso garments 
presented a stylish appearance, and sold 
readily, while tho ordinary English 
goods of the same line could not bo sold 
to many customers. . A shoo dealer 
wanted boots and shoes of a certain 
pattern. He wanted the toes of tho 
boots, etc., to be made round, instead 
of square, but the English makers, who 
executed largo orders for half tho globe, 
refused to change their hand, and the 
importer had to get his orders executed 
in New York. The sheep farmers of 
Australia wanted shears of a particular 
pattern. Tho English makers declined 
to entertain the innovation. The men 
who supplied them turned to' the Unit- 
ed States and got what they wanted, 
while Sheffield workmen are idle.

From Rome it is announced that it is 
the intention of tho Vatican to establish 
several new Bishoprics in the United 
States ; and, at tho 6atno time, to in- 
stitute a Catholic Hierarchy on a new 
basis. 

It was announced at a town's meet- 
ing in Birmingham lately that £5,400 
had already been subscribed towards 
tho £10,000 required to restoro the 
library, and before the meeting separat- 
ed sums were promised bringing the 
amount up to £6,000. 

Tho marriage of the Duke of Con- 
naught will, it is expected, take placo 
at Windsor Castle early in the month 
of March. Several of the state apart- 
ments of the palace have already been 
got in readiness for the Royal nuptials, 
and other preparations will be made 
prior to the ceremonial. 

The Lord Mayor of London has de- 
clined to accede to the request conveyed 
in a petition, signed by over two hun- 
dred of the principal firms in tho city, 
that he should convene a public meet- 
ing, irrespective of party politics, in the 
Guildhall, to memorialise the Govern- 
ment to appoint a Parliamentary in- 
quiry into the cause of tho prolonged 
depression of trado, with the view, if 
necessary, of modifying our present so- 
called free trade system. 

Tho Crown Agent has replied to the 
letter of Sir Robert J. M. Napier, Bart., 
of Milliken, enclosing, for the consid- 
eration of the Lord-Advocate, tho pro- 
posed prospectus of tho Aid Liquidation 
Schema Tho promoters of the scheme 
in Glasgow do not see their way at pre- 
sent to communicate tho contents of 
tho Crown Agent's letter. It may bo 
presumed from this circumstance that 
tho Lord-Advocate is unable to take a 
different view from that indicated in 
the former communication to Sir Robort 
Napier, published a fow days ago, that 
tho lottery is illegal. 

Mr. II. M. Stanley has withdrawn 
from the proposed scheme for opening 
Africa to commercial enterprise and 
the final extinction of tho slave trade. 
He states that inasmuch as his health 
is now completely restored, and finding 
an unfriendly feeling towards him by 
certain gentlemen in Manchester, be 
at the beginning of the year committed 
himself to another undertaking. 

Tho Archbishop of York, iu speak- 
ing of the Lord Mayor's banquet et 
York, referred to disestablishment, and 
said that, when circumstances arose 
which called for it, he should bo ready 
to assist towards operating in its favour; 



but.he suspected it would bo left to his 
successor to assist in that operation. 

The Inland Revenue receipts at Mont- 
real for the month of January wero 
$83,927,11, against §91,792,74 in 
1878. Tne Customs collected were 
$356,3S9,2u\ In tho correiponding 
period of last year the revenue was 
$285,800,7G. 

The London Court of Common Coun- 
cil have rejected, almost unanimously, 
a proposal that 500 guineas should be 
contributed to the City of Glasgow- 
Bank Relief Fund. 

General Peel, the famous turfman, 
is dead. 

According to a paragraph in tho 
Pall Mall Gazette, the incoming season 
in London will be the reverse of . gay. 
The great city has tho blues, tradesmen 
aro complaining loudly that they are 
being ruined by the co-operative stores; 
house agents have interminable lists of 
houses to lot; servants are out of placo, 
and cannot get situations even if they 
approve of thoir masters and mistresses; 
families generally to be found in town 
the moment tho Houso bogins to sit 
(and squabble) are to bo conspicuous 
by their absence; general stagnation is 
tho moan. Why iH this? Society of 
late years, says tho writer in the Pall 
Mall, has become unwieldly in its pro- 
portions, artificial in' its habits, Lon- 
don lifo during tho season has become a 
fever from beginning to end, and many 
peoplo havo annually succumbed to tho 
toil of their relaxation and misery of 
their gayeties. Tho misery of their 
gaycties! Then the English cynic agrees 
with the French critic who described 
the English as a race which takes its 
pleasures badly, 

A evening journal having stated that 
tho Hon. J ames Cockburn, Q. C. , had 
been appointed Puisne Judge in tho 
Court of Common Pleas vice Mr. Jus- 
tice G wynne, promoted to a Puisne 
Judgeship in the Supreme Court at 
Ottawa, the Citizen this morning says: 
"We are requested to state that thero 
is not the slightest ground for the rum- 
our that has recently gained currency 
to tho effect that lion. James Cock- 
burn, M. P. for West Northumber- 
land, is about to accept a judgeship." 
The Citizen might at the same time 
might have announced there is every 
reason to believe that the Government 
intend to offer the vacant position to 
Mr. Stephen Richards, Q. C., Toronto, 
for such is the caso. 

Another outrage is reported from 
Lord Leitrim's estate. On the night 
of the 2.0th lilt, a man named Waters, 
who was driving home, was stopped in 
Crallagh-wood, about a mile from the 
place where Lord Leitrim was murder- 
od, by threo men, who pointed guns at 
him and asked, "who are you?" He re- 
plied, giving his name, and the men 
then told him to go' on home, adding 
that they wero "sorry it was not Capt. 
Dopping." Captain Hopping is the pre- 
sent agent of the Leitrim estate. The 
men who stopped Waters are not 
known. 



Population of English Cities. 

(From ths London Standard, Jan. 10.) 

As nearly eight years have elapsed 
since the last census was taken, it is 
clear that in many cases the returns 
then published would be far from re- 
presenting the truth respecting popula- 
tion at the present day. The registrar 
general therefore supplies various esti- 
mates annually relating to the largest 
English towns, in order to form a basis 
for tho calculation of annual rates, etc., 
his estimates starting on the assumption 
that tho rate of increase seen on com- 
paring the returns for 1871 with those 
of 1868 remains in force. It appears, 
then, that the population of London, 
which in 1871 was 3,254,260, may now 
be taken at 3,620,868. In tho caso of 
Brighton, there has been a comparative- 
ly recent addition to the borough 
boundaries; tho population is now, 
however, taken at 105,608. Ports- 
mouth has increased since 1871 from 
113,569 to 131,821, Norwich from 
80,386 to 85,222, Plymouth from 68,- 
758 to 74,293, Bristol from 182,552 to 
209,947, Wolverhamption fron 68,291 
to 75,100, Birmingham from 343,787 to 
388,884, Liverpool from 493,405 to 
538,338, Manchester from 351,189 to 
361,819, Salford from 124,801 to 177,- 
849, Oldham from 82,629 to 111,318, 
Bradford from 145,830 to 191,046, 
Leeds from 259,212 to 311,860, Shef- 
field from 239,946 to 297,138, Hull 
from 121,892 to 146,347, Sunderland 
from 98,242 to 114,575, Leicester from 
95,220 to 125,622, and Newcastle from 
128,443 in 1871 to 146.948 in 1879. 
They have been great alterations re- 
cently in tho boundaries of Notting- 
ham; that borough is now estimated, 
however, to havo 169,396 inhabitants. 
In the case of Salford the estimate is 
based upon the rates of increase of in- 
habited houses within the borough dur- 
ing the six months ending July 1, 1877. 
It thus appears that the population of 
London is about equal to those of 18 
of the large towns just enumerated, ex- 
cluding Brighton. Liverpool and Glas- 
gow differ from one another very slight- 
lv in population, tho numbers being 
538,338 and 578,156 respectively. Tho 
density of population in tho 20 towns 
enemerated varies very greatly, namely 
from 11.4 per acre in Norwich to 103.3 
n Liverpool. 

Lamentable Occurrence in South 
Africa. — The following has been for- 
warded from tho Colonial Office: In 
July last Sir Bartlo Frere, in his capa- 
city as High Commissioner of South 
Africa, reported the selection of Capt. 
Patterson and I. G. Sargeaunt to visit 
.Lobengula, the King of Matabele, a 
powerful tribe lying between the north- 
ern frontier of tho Transvaal and the 
Zambesi, for the purpose of obtaining 
greater facilities of intercourse for Eu- 
ropean traders. These officers reached 
the King's kraal in safety, and Capt. 
Patterson appears to have conducted a 
delicate and difficult negotiation to a 
successful issue with much judgment 
and ability. It has since been reported 
that, having accomplished the object 



of their mission, they proceeded to- 
wards tho Victoria falls on the Zambe- 
si, and when within three days' jour- 
ney of their destination, having •been 
three days without water, they arrived 
at a spring which appears to havo been 
impregnated with somo poisonous sub- 
stance, for it is stated that, after drink- 
ing the water, tho whole party was 
seized with violent illness, and in the 
course of the next few days Captain 
Patterson, Mr. Sargeaunt, the interpre- 
ter, Morgan Thomas, and five natives 
died. There appears in the opinion of 
those on the spot best qualified to 
judge to bo no ground for attributing 
this lamentable occurrenco to' treachery 
on tho part of Lobengula, or of the 
natives who accompanied the expedi- 
tion, or for assigning to other than 
purely accidental causes tho fatality 
which has resulted in tho loss of two 
most promising officers.
